The United Sta'es, how- 
ever, bas becn the greatest attraction) of 
all. No country has received, absorbed, 
and assimilated so many foreigners with- 
ia the same period of time as it has. Its 
‘wonderful indostrial resources, its free 
institutions, weleoming the oppressed of 
all nations to share them, and its prox- 
jmity. to Europe, have contributed to 
make it the asylum par excellence for the 
‘.garplas population of Europe. Canada, 
however, though located side by side 
with the Great Republic, bas never, 
either as seperate Provinces; nor singe 
their consolidation into a Dominion, dose 
much—certainly not as much as she 
might have dooe—to invite and retain 
iwmigrants from the British ‘Isles and |- 
continental Kurope. What resalis will 
flow from the great Ottawa Lmmigration 
Conference, we can’t decipher.
